Washington. Dec. 22. — President 


Taft will, on each of the first days 
of the congressional session after the 
holiday recess. Jan. 4 and 5. i-end a 
special message to the senate and 
house. 


One will deal with the question of 


the conservation of the natural re- 
sources and will give strong indorse- 
ment to that policy of the administra- 
tion. The other and more important 
message will have to do with the an- 
ti-trust law. 


It is a somewhat delicate task prior 


to the president's preparation of his 
message on the subject of the antir 
trust law to attempt to set forth the 
views which he holds, with an expla- 
nation of the various shades of mean- 
ing important to a correct under- 
standing of his attitude. 


However, the message will contain 


one salient feature whose purport is 
too obvious to be misunderstood. 
Thls will be an argument by the 
president that the necessity does cot 
exist for changing the Sherman anti- 
trust act dealing with combinations 
in restraint of trade.
